DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 
in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 15-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Karas (US 5583294). 

Regarding claims 1 5-28 Karas teaches a separating membrane 
(abstract)(col. 5 line 27); and a platform. (fig. 1, 6,10), said separating 
membrane is secured to said platform pressure-tightly (fig. 1,6,10), such 
that a pressure chamber 61 is formed between the platform and the 
separating membrane (fig. 1,6,10, wherein a pressure canal 62 extending 
from said pressure chamber 61 ; said pressure chamber 61 and said 
pressure canal 62 are filled with a hydraulic transfer liquid (col. 9 lines 40- 
45) ; and said pressure canal 62 has at least one segment whose flow 
cross section is variable (col. 11 lines 1-10).
